having stopped production. The Themas 
Iron Company reduced its price for No. 
I anthracite to SIG.50 at tide,and $15 for 
gray forge, or—says a published state­ 
ment-lower still if necessary to meet 
southern competition. A leading Vir­ 
ginia furnace is reported to have reduced 
its price inturn §1.50, while Alabama 
iron was previously sold here and at Bos­ 
ton st §16 for No. I. 
The capacity of 
furnaces in blast May I, according to the 
Pittsburg American Manufacturer, was 
but 138,268 tons' against 144,252 April I, 
while the statement of The Iron Age 
makes the decrease 4,323 tons for anthra­ 
cite and bituminous alone. 
Since the 
lowering of ptices it has been stated that 
several eastern furnaces have determined 
to blow cut, the southern iron having 
been largely sold et ptioes with which 
they do not wish to compete. 
Meanwhile the prospect of excellent 
crops grows brighter, the government re­ 
port for May I indicating a better con 
dition of wheat than was recorded at this 
stage even in 1884, when the yield was 
the largest ever known, Acreage is pro­ 
bably about the Kame as in that year, the 
increase in sprmg wheat re lions having 
appetently ocen larger than official re­ 
ports have indicated. 
The gr&ss crop 
also promises unusually well, and rye and 
barley are in excellent condign. 
With 
large crops this year, the prosperity cf 
the farmers may be expected to do much 
toward stimulating other industries, es­ 
pecially if speculators do not again un­ 
dertake to stop exports by fixing arbi­ 
trary and absurd prices. Bat abundant 
wheat is likely to be cheap wheat, since 
a considerable surplns will be carried 
over from this year, and the farmers of 
the west may therefore continue disposed 
to compel transporting companies to 
carry losses as well as grain.

The child was with them when 
they left, but on their arrival at Adams 
they did not have it, and explained to 
friends there that it had died of croup at 
Cheshire. 
Somo months afterward, however, in­ 
quiry disclosed that the story was false, 
and it was learned there were strong sus­ 
picions of murder. 
The couple were 
accordingly arrested in Worcester last 
May and they have been in jail since that 
time, 
having 
been indicted by 
the 
grand jury last July. 
The trial was set 
for February this year, but was postponed, 
on account of the illness of the woman. 
Rivers, 
when 
arrested, 
was brought 
to this county and pointed out to the offi­ 
cers the place where the child had been 
buried in a lonely piece of woods between 
Cheshire and Adams, with a shawl belong­ 
ing 
to the Rivers woman so tightly 
wrapped around its face and neck that the 
medical examiner concluded the child had 
been strangled to death. 
The prisoners 
claim tho child was delicate and died In 
their arms while on the way and they 
buried it because they had no moifey to 
buy a coffin.

Two Detroit Men Engage In a Quarrel 
and Both Are Fatally Wounded. 
D e tr o i t, Mich., May 15.—Somo time 
ago Mrs. Peter Hartswell left her home at 
28 7 First street because of alleged cruetly 
on the part of her husband and went to 
live with her father, William Smith, a 
produce dealer.

tho Department of Justice to watch cer­

condition of nlTairs in tho new territory 
is expected to be made in a day or two. 
Tho agents in conversation express sur­ 
prise at tho good order prevailing every­ 
where throughout the new country, and 
say that tho dust, which is very lino and

feature. 
Tho attorney-general Ii is received a re­ 
port from Marshal W. C. Jones of Kansas 
in which he says; 
“ I believe that a few of my deputies

W ashington, 
May 
15.—Secretary 
Tracy has issued an order calling the at­ 
tention of the officers ami men of tho navy 
to tho repeated acts of heroism performed 
by William Fooye, seaman, serving aboard 
tho United States steamer Vandalia, while 
tho vessel was anchored in tho harbor of 
Apia, Samoan islands. 
“ Such bravery and devotion to duty,” 
says the secretary, 
“merits tho highest 
praise.” 
Tho secretary directs tho order 
to be read at quarters on board all ships of 
tho navy in commission. 
On Fob. 26 and 
March I) members of tho ship’s company 
having fallen overboard and Iii danger of 
drowning, there being a heavy sea on, 
Fooyo jumped after them and at great 
risk succeeded iii bring thorn safely along­ 
side tho vessel. 
Subsequently a ropo got 
foul off a propeller, tho ship boing then in 
a dangerous place, when Fooyo dived un­ 
der and managed to clear tho 
rep*, 
although the sea was heavy and swelling. 


Played Rail and Gets a Pension. 
W ashington, May 15.—Assistant Secre­ 
tary of tho Interior Bussey has made an­ 
other important ruling. 
George W. Allen was a member of com 
pany H, Seventy-second Indiana volun­ 
teers.
